Representative Grace of St. Louls caused a 
censation in the house this afternoon by in- 
troducing a resolution calling for the investi- 
| gation of the report that the brewers had 
paid Thomas K. Neidringhaus, caucus nom- 
inee for the United States senate, $21,000 for 
the purpose of influencing legislation in the 
general assembly. 

In an instant a dozen represéntatives were 
on their feet clamoring for -recognition. 
After a stormy scene a motion to lay the 
resolution om the table wae lost by a vote of 
57 to 71. 

After a prolonged and bitter wrangle among 
themselves the republicans voted down a 
resolution providing for a general investiga- 
tion of all charges of bribery and corrup- 
tion in the recent senatorial race between 
Niedringhaus and Keren’. The democrats. 
voted with the Kerens men against this prop- 
osition. | 

Wants Folk to Act. 

Later, on béedtig taunted with lack of party 
loyalty in offering his resolution, Representa- 
tive Grace proposed the following as a sub- 

“ Resolved; That this house officially re- 
quest Gov. Folk to call a grand jury to fully 
investigate charges of bribery and corrup- 
tion against Thomas K. Niedringhaus in his 
race for United States senator."’ 

This motion aroused even more excited 
debate and members were displaying bitter

While no 
names are mentioned in the resolutions, the 
reference is said to be directed In particular 
against the Prentiss “labor boom for 
the mayoralty. 


Convention to Be Called. 


The nt etand taken by the union 
musicians is said to have the endorsement 
of other labor organizations. A committee 
of five members was appointed by President 
Thomas F. Kennedy of the musicians’ fed- 
eration yesterday to act with other unions 
A convention will be called later to discuss 
a practical method by which trades unionists 
may advance their interests in a common 
movement. On the committee are Banke 
Cregier, Herman Braun, vice president of the 
musicians’ federation. Albert Kiiest Sr... Dr. 
Paul Leishsner, and James O'Connor.

COST OF PRODUCTION. 
Commissioner Garfield says in his report: 
“The ideal tariff duty is the difference be- 
tween the cost of production at home and 
abroad.” No disinterested advocate of the 
protective principle will take exception to 
that statement. Such a duty equalizes con- 


enables the American producer to hold his 
own in the home market without having to 
cut down wages to the lower Huropean 
standard. 
Since that is the “ideal duty ” {t follows, 
as Commissioner Garfield says, that con- 
gress has the right to know what is the cost 


knowledge is lacking, make the duties so 
high as to give to domestic producers more 
protection than they actually need. Thatis 
a matter, of little moment if they are com- 
peting actively among themselves, but it 
has serious consequences for domestic con- 
sumers when the producerscombine. 
Congrese has passed tariff laws with lit- 
tle or no information as to the cost of pro- 
duction of the home made commodities it 
was asked to protect. Representatives of 
various industries have gone before the com- 
‘mittee on ways and means and have specified 
duties which they said were necessary, but 
have not submitted evidence thatthey were . 
necessary. Tt may safely be assumed that

Commissioner Garfield says the bureau 
whose chief he is affords an appropriate and 
efficient means for obtaining the informa- 
tion of the cost of production at home, which 
congress should have in order to legislate in- 
telligently on the tariff question. If the 
cost of production of any article is less here 
thgn abroad protection is not necessary and 
may be mischievous. Members of the mer- 
chant marine commission say that it costs 
more to build steel vessels in this country 
than abroad, because the American steel 
manufacturers charge the home shipbuild- 
ers about 40 per cent more than they do the 
foreign builders. The United States Steel 
corporation sold 100,000 tons of steel plate 
delivered at Belfast at $24 a ton, which is 
equal to $22 at tidewater, while the Ameri- 
can consumer has to pay $32 a ton at Pitts- 
burg. 

Thus the steel trust stands between the 
country and a merchant marine, and it levies 
a tax on all steel vessels built to engage in 
the coastwise trade. 

Congress may not take up the question of 
tariff revision for some months. In the 
meantime let the bureau investigate and 
accumulate information which will be of 
great service to congress, Not all the in- 
'dustries which have protection can be gone 
into, but there are some which provoke im- 
mediate inquiry. There are protected in- 
dustries which are heavy exporters of their 
products to neutral markets, where they 
compete with everybody. If it shall appear 
upon inquiry that the cost of production is so 
low that the goods are sold abroad at a 
profit it will be apparent that there is no 
crying need of protection in the home mar- 
ket. 

The suggestion of Commissioner Garfield 
is a timely one. Congress should encourage 
him to proceed to collect data which will be 
of more value to it because more to be de- 
pended on than the assertions of protected 
manufacturers, who never are willing to 
‘admit that a duty on their products can 
safely be lowered, . 


P GOOD ROADS FOR ILLINOIS. 

| No other one subject received so much at- 
tention from Gov. Deneen in his inang- 
ural address as that of good roads. One 
reason which is sufficient to justify this is 
that Illinois of all the more ptogressive west- 
ern states is the poorest off in good public 
highways.. In Indjana and Michigan the 
good roads movement is well under way, 
each state having over 200 miles of macadam 
roads in course of construction at a cost of 
from $1,750 to $4,000 per mile. They have 
each made provision for using convict labor 
in this work, following the example of nearly 
adosenotherstates. 

Gov. Deneen points out the enormots 
loss to the people of the, state because of 
poor roads. The average cost of hauling 
grain over the ordinary dirt roads of the 
state is 26 cents a ton per mile. Improved 
highways would reduce this cost 50 per cent. 
If the average haul of the Illinois farmer 
is five miles the reduction in transportation 
due to better reads would be 624% cents per 
ton. This ig equivalent to the cost of 125 
miles of rail transportation, Inother words 
if the country roads in Lilincis were improved 
it would bring the farms of the state 125

The time has come when Illinois should 
make a start towards building up her public 
highways as a matter of state polity. The 
governor showed what other states are doing 
in the way of appropriationg for this purpose. 
Nowhere would the scheme of “ state aid ” 
for better roads be welcomed more heartily 
than in this city. Bach mile of well con- 
structed highway in any part of the state 
would benefit Chicago in the same way that 
a reduction in freight rates would benefit 
her, ora cheapening of the cost of production 
in articles of common use. 

The principal! impediment in the way of 
better roads has been the greater relative 
expense of building them in the country dis- 
tricts. The burden of taxation for road 
building falls more heavily in the thinly set- 
tied rural districts than it does in the city 
where land values are much higher. State 
aid by direct appropriation and the em- 
ployment of convict labor in the manufacture 
"of material would take much of the burden 
from the country districts. Moreover the 
financial conditions in the agricultural com- 
munities are much better than they. were 
some years ago and the expense would not 
be so burdensome. Lllinois is better able to 
build good reads now than ever before. 

Even with state aid, however, a large 
hare of the.cost of highway improvement 
must be borne by the individual counties and 
townships. They are the principal bene- 
ficiaries of such an enterprise. The state 
is willing to do its share of the work but 
it must have their coJperation. They should 
erake up to the importance of the subject. 
If it were a question of making the railroads 
introduce ed methods in order to elimi- 
nate most of the expense of rail transporta- 
tion there would be a great hue and cry 
raised against them if they refused to make 
the improvements which would result in 
such a great saving to the people. Yet by 
failure to make improvements in their high- 
ways the people of the agricultural districts 
are standing in the way of a reduction in 
transportation charges which is as great as 
a 60 per cent decrease in freight rates 
throughout the state. ‘

But these have now been eliminated 
from the various peerages and standard 
works of reference, and the lineage is merely 
recorded back to the reign of King Henry 
IL. is since the reign of that monarch's 
granddaughter, Queen Mary, popularly 
known as “ Bloody Mary,’ that the head of 
the house of Bertie always has borne the 
Christian name of Peregrine. Richard Bertie 
angered the queen so bitterly by mar 
without her consent, her kinswoman, the - 
owed duchess of Suffolk and Baroness W!l- 
loughby de Eresby in her own right, that both 
of them were obliged to flee for their lives to 
the continent. They sought refuge in Poland, 
tracked all the time by the queen’s emis- 
series, and it was there that their son was 
born. They called him “ Peregrine,” in or- 
der to indicate that they were wanderers on 
the face of the earth.

LIFE OF J. H. BARROWS. 
An Adequate Biography of the Pastor 
and Teacher. 7 


The most thoroughly charming and vari- 
ously instructive and illuminating of recent 
biographies is that of “‘ JOHN HENRY BAR- 
ROWS," who was for many years pastor 
of the First Presbyterian church, Chicago, 
then president of Oberlin college, but whose 
greatest distinction came of his connection 
with the famous parliament of religions, the 
culminating feature of that majestic scheme 
of world’s congresses, all of which had been | 
conceived and were presided over by Mr. C. 
C. Bonney. For some reason that does not 
appear there is not in the book so much 
as the name of Mr. Bonney. There are those 
who consider that parliament of religions 
the most significant, if not also one of the 
most influential, incidents in modern his- } 
tory. However that may be, it was not the 
creation. of any one man, but chiefly that of 
two brilliant, original, creative visionaries, 
two “ practical mystics,”” who worked to- 
gether, each supplementing the other. With- 
out doubt there was no other man, in Chi- 
cago, at.Jeast, who could have done what 
either of these two men did. Chicago or the 
public generally is not likely to honor either 
of these men too notably, and, as this biog- 
raphy makes it clear,.the superlative ocom- 
bination of qualities which made the grand 
success was no accident, but the ripened re- 
sult, as in each case, of the whole previous 
life’s experience, training, and preparation. 

The story of the earlier as of the later part * 
of Dr. Barrows’ life is charmingly told by 
his biographer, his daughter, who properly 
makes no attempt to conceal her own filial 
admiration. This gives a certain intimate 
warmth to the story. The boy was father to 
the man, and the glimpses of the home Hfe 
in the little college town of Olivet, Mich., 
where the father and mother were both 
teachers, are singularly beautiful.
